DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Yoshida patent 2000,019819 . 

Yoshida discloses a miniature vibration motor, comprising a housing (34, Fig 1), a shaft 
( 14 ,Fig.1) , a rotor (10, Fig. 1) , a bearing (32.Fig1 page 2 ,line 9 ) , and an annular 
magnet , the bearing defining a shaft hole for passage of the shaft (Fig.1) the annular 
magnet provided with a recess so that a cente4 of gravity and a center of rotation of the 
rotor are not in concert with each other ( 12, Fig. 4), a stator (20, Fig.1) wound with a 
coil ( 23, Fig. 1),Wherein the recess defined on the magnet of the rotor is embedded 
with an insert whose material and specific gravity is different from magnet (13,12, 
Fig. 12, page 2, line 22 ),the rotor provided with a protruding block (13 ,Fig. 1).
